LIGHTNING FROM CLEAR SKY 


Men, Horses and Machines Come With- 
in the Infiueace of a Powerful 
Thunderbolt. 


M'CONNELLSBURG, Pa., July 20.—A re- 
markable phenomenon was witnessed in 
Ayr township, this county, recently, when 
a bolt of lightning from a clear sky serious- 
ly injured several men and demolished a 
number of harvesting machines.

Another son, who was at work in the 
same field with a scythe, was injured by 
the same bolt, which struck his scythe, 
badly burning hie hands and hurling him 
quite a distance. In an adjoining field the 
thunder which followed the lightning 
frightened the four horses attached to a 
binder belonging to A. W. Johnston and 
driven by John Carbaugh, and caused 
them to run through the fleld, completely 
demolishing the binder, and Mr. Carbaugh 
narrowly escaped fatal injury. Another 
neighbor, John F.. Kendall, who was driv- 
ing a binder, had a like experience. His 
horses, terrified by the thunder peal, sprang 


forth, fairly lifting the machine and its rid- 
er from the ground as they frantically gal- 
loped across the field.

BOER AT ST. HELENA CHAFES UN. 
DER BRITISH RESTRAINT. 


THOUSANDS ON THE ISLAND 


Among the Other Prisoners Are Sev- 
eral Americans Who Are Detained 
for State Reasons. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—The British steam- 
ship Reading, fresh from Ascension and 
st. Lielena, is now at Jersey City. 

‘‘There are just 4700 Boer prisoners on the 
island,”’ said the Reading’s commander, 
Capt. Fishley, “* and of these 17 per cent 
are Transvaalers and Orange Free Staters. 
The remaining 83 per cent is made up of 
other nationalities in this order: 

“Scandanavians, Germans, Italians, a few 
Russians, Irishmen and even Englishmen, 
a handful of Scotchmen, a few Americans, 
a few Greeks and scatterings from other 
nationalities. 

“The farmers are complaining because 
the governor has impressed the surplus la- 
bor for work on the breakwater. A large 
number of the Boer prisoners are also em- 
ployed on the breakwater at 5 shillings a 
day. Some do not choose to work, others 
labor for the farmers, and the older pms- 
oners whittle out toys, which they sell. 

Gen. Cronje is also weary of his deten- 
tion, but says little. 1 was told that the 
proportion of native Boers, ,was represen- 
tative of their entire army.’

I went to the railroad yards 
and there examined the locomotives whon- 
ever I had an opportunity. While working 
on clocks I was impressed by the fact that 
the smaller wheels turned faster than the 
larger, and by careful observation I found 
that a wheel with eight teeth went around 
three times as fast as one with 2¢ teeth. 

“This taught me that by the application 
of that principle to the locomotive I could 
increase the speed of the engine three 
times that under the present construction, 
and at the same time increase the propel- 
ling power at the same ratio. I also dis- 
covered that if itt was not desired to in- 
crease the speed, the present speed could be 
ottained with much less steam, thus ef- 
fecting a great saving in fuel. The new 
plan, I have found, can be had with little 
additional cost over the old.”’ 

When asked about the offer of $30,000 
for his invention, young Bocksch smiled 
as though he had little realization of what 
such a sum of money would mean to the 
possessor, 

“Yes,”’ he said, “I have had such an 
offer, and I have refused it for the present. 
“It may be that I will get more.”’ 

In explaining his discovery young 
Bocksch produced drawings \‘ustrating 
his invention as applied to a locomotive. 
He has attached to the axle of each pair 
of driving wheels a small cog wheel, into 
which a larger cog wheel, one-third the 
size of the driving wheel, fits. The speed 
of the locomotive, he calculates, wil] be 
fixed by the rapidity with which the cog 
wheels revolve. Owing to their smaller 
size, he believes locomotives thus equipped 
can cover three times the distance in an 
hour that is now possible. 

In the diagrams which the youthfu) tin- 
ventor furnished to The Post-Dispatch his 
new device is clearly set forth. The series of 
double cog wheels are placed outside the 
regular driving wheels of the locomotive. 
In figure 1 the smaller cog wheels attached 
to the axles or shafts are indicated by the 
letters If, H and C, and the larger cog 
wheels by the letter I. The letter D de- 
signates the driving wheels of the locomo- 
tive. The cog wheels are so sized that the 
smaller ones revolve three times while the 
larger ones are revolving once.

EVER BEFORE. 


‘THE END NOT YET IN SIGHT 


Twenty-Two Thousand People Have 
Already Come to Colorado, With 


the Season Only Opened. 


DENVER, Colo., July 20.—Colorado has 
made a new record for tourist travel. 
Tourists to the number of 2,000 have 
come to the state already, or about three- 
fourths of the total ‘for last year. The 
year 1900 broke all previous records, when 
nearly 30,000 tickets were deposited in the 
joint agencies at Denver, Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo. Of these Colorado Springs 
has almost 50 per cent. Pueblo about #0v 
Denver the remainder. This year Des. 
ver is largely in the lead with about 12,06 
tickets already deposited. Colorado Springs 


has between 609% and 8000 and Pueblo 60 
far as known about 80, or nearly the to- 
tal of last vear already reached. 

All estimates have been surpassed by the 
number of tourists that have actually come 
nto the three cities on the excursion rates. 
The influx for the past weck will be a rec- 
ord for future years to alm at.

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COATS AND COURT DIGNITY. 


Judge Clark of the Court of Criminal Correction has issued 
an order that no man shall appear in his court without a 
coat. In explanation of the order Judge Clark says that he 
wants every man who enters his court to pay full respect to 
its dignity. 

This order and explanation indicate an opinion on the part 
of Judge Clark that the wearing of coats is an essential fac- 
tor in the maintenance of the dignity of his court and the 
respect due the court. 

But in the same building coatless men appear in the court- 
rooms of Judges Wood and Ferris without rebuke from the 
bench and without the slightest impairment of the dignity 
of the courts or lack of respect to the bench. We fee! justified 
in saying that Judges Wood and Ferris have as much dignity 
as Judge Clark and that their courts are held in as much 
respect as his court is. 

It is passing strange that the two judges of the criminal! 
court can maintain the dignity of the court with coatless 
men in their presence and men without coats hold them in 
respect, while man’s respect for the Court of Criminal ‘Cor- 
rection and the court’s dignity vanish with the discarded coat. 

Perhaps the explanation may be found in the remark cred- 
ited to Judge Clark in an interview, in which he says that 
he favors putting wigs and gowns on judges in order to in- 
crease the dignity of the courts. | 

Judge Clark evidently labors under the delusion that the 
flummery of dress and ceremonial is an essential factor in 
the dignity of a court whereas the essential thing is the im- 
partial enforcement of law and the fearless dispensation of 
justice. A good judge can maintain his dignity in any decent 
costume and command respect from al] sorts and conditions 
of men in all sorts of clothes. 
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A judge in a Mother Hubbard will not be respected by any 
intelligent American citizen any more than one who wears 
a coat. The gown and wig should be left to Eng*tish judges. 
Even some of these have removed their wigs in the heat of the 
present summer. The making of judges ought certainly not 
to be left to tailors and wigmakers.

ular, I think I might say this, even from a 
pure critical standpoint, disregarding or 
ailing to apprecate the intensity of earn- 
estness which has governed the melody ofr 
what to me seem the most tmportant ex- 
amples of lyric poetry in modern times. 
Mr. Triggs excepts from his generaliza- 
tion, a single hymn—Cardina] ‘ewman s 
beautiful poem, “‘Lead Kindly Light,’ and 
the exception is weil made.

But 
Faber, who was Cardinal Newman’s con- 
temporary, has written at least one, which 
is ae infer or as a poem and greatly 
Superior in melody to this. His “Hark, 
Hark My Soul,’ is not only sublime in its 
thought, but in its expression it is governed 
by the laws which govern the musical com- 
position of the great masters of instrumen- 
tal melody.

Not only is the technique of this verse 
as nearly perfect as that illustrated In the 
most artistic verse of any modern lan- 
Suage, but it has that which is above the 
utmost power of technique—the melody 
which Is created by the sense’ of the har- 
monies of language and their relations to 
music In all its forms. This, tn the final 
analysis, is the governing power wh.ch dis- 
criminates sublime poetry from prose in 
which the same ideas of sublimity are ex- 
pressed as far as prose allows. No other 
collection of English iyrics—certainly none 
by any single poet, not even by. Burns— 
shows so much of this power as Is illus- 
trated in any English hymnal in general 
use. If we were to look throughout the 
whole range of English verse for the lyric, 
which, from its melody. Is worthy to com- 
pare with the melody of Homer and Anac- 
reon, of Horace and Catullus, we would 
hardly find one superior to such hymns as 
those of Faber and Reginald Heber. which 
the ear of those who actually s‘ng—and no 
poem which will not stand this test is a 

‘nuine lyric—has selected as the best. 

ne of Heber’s hymns contains a stanza 
which carries almost to its climax the pow- 
er of the English language for musical ex- 
pression: 


Iioly, holy, holy! All the saints adore thea, 
Costing dowg their golden crowns around the 
glassy sea; 
Cherubim and seraphim, falling down before thee, 
Which wert, and art, and evermore shalt be! 


The only fault In the verse is in the 
last line, where the author’s habit of read- 
ing fhe great classical poets—and only a 
poet who was also either a great mu- 
sician ocr a great classical scholar could 
have written this stanza—leads him to re- 
quire from the reader or singer, a stress 
which is not natura! to the words on which 
it falls. When the stanza is —s its 
time is as perfect as its melody. And per- 
haps its second line, 

“Casting down their golden crowns- around 
the glassy sea,’’ 

is the most nearly Homeric line in En- 

glish verse. That the idea which insvires 

the stanza is sublime need not be argued. 

If it does not suggest to the mind by its 

m@taphors what is most ineffable in the

We may be agnostics, or we may not 
care for even so much of an approach to 
religion as is made in Agnostic ethics, but 
if we ever louse our sense of the beauties 
of such hymns as this, we have little left 
that will be worth saving. 

The hymn book is a literature in itself. 
It has grown from century to century, as 
the treasury of the highest aspirations of 
many people. It has in it the mind of the 
race at its best for more than three thous- 
and years. And ‘t has in it for those who 
are not too highly taught to learn, the 
possibilities of an education higher than 
that which is connoted by Mr. s’ de- 
grees, even though he is magister artium 
and all the rest of it.

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WATCHING TRADE MOVEMENT 


Indications Are That the Export Trade 
Will Suffer a Material 
Contraction. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 20.—The Post today 

says: 
“Attention will now be converged on the 
movement of corn to market, quite as close- 
ly as it would have converged had young 
Mr, Phillips carried his corner past the 
16th of May. One of the oddities of the 
grain situajion is that nine weeks ago a 
good part of the tradé was asserting that 
there was not enough old corn in crib to 
upset forestalling plans, whereas today 
the very same critics are confident that 
enough is on hand to make good the losses 
of the drouth. We are not, however, 
wholly without tnformation on the matter. 
The result of the Leiter episode proved that 
contents of private graneries will often 
be underestimated. But the comparative 
figures are sometimes more useful than the 
absolute, and the government estimates 
show that with 4 1900 corn crop of 2,105,000,000 
bushels, almost exactly the game amount 
was left on hand March 1, 1991 eas on 
March 1, 1900. For the earlier date, the 
estimate was 773,729,000 beshels for the lat- 
ter 776,166,000. it follows necessarily, grant- 
ing some accuracy to the figures, that if 
the crop of 1901 is reduced from last year 
only by the moderate estimate of 400,000,000 
bushels either the home or the foreigu 
market for the grain must proportionately 
suffer. 

“Probably it is the export trade which 
will be contracted, for the American con- 
Sumer must have his corn, whatever the 
price to which it rises, whereas the foreign- 
er can, at a pinch, dispense with it. This 
decision of foreign consumers to do with- 
Fut is the usual cause for the fall from 
famine prices even in vears of actual 
shortage. Speculators with their eye on 
variations in supply alone are apt to be 
rudely reminded, at such times, that 
change in demand cuts also some figure in 
the market. We are not likely to repeat 
at once our high record of corn exports 
for the fiscal year 19 Nine per cent of 
the corn crop was shiPped abroad in that 
notable 12 months and ten per cent in the 
year preceding. Never poefore the fiscal 
year 1896 did as much as 7 per cent pass 
the seaboard; only 2 8-8 per cent of the 
Short crop of 1894 went out on export and 
the average shipment even from prosperous 
harvesis did not run much abeee four 
per cent. Europe, In short, has learned to 
use the American cereal in a dozen new 
ways since the abortive effort of Minister 
Phelps, 12 years ago, to convince the Ger- 
man mind of the virtues of corn bread. Its 
regular takings of the cereal have in- 
creased four fold, It is not yet, however, 
one of their necessities. If our merchants 
ship from a 1,750,000,000 bushel crop only the 
average percentage taken by Europe before 
1896)=s the outgo will be some 70,000,000 bush- 
els against the 213.000,000 sent out in 1898

She stood aloof from the world as far as 
wus possible, keeping constant guard upon 
her secret and impartia y repeiing the 
friendly advances of all who might not be 
used by her in the accomplishment of her 
purposes. 

Stokes was indifferent to the curiosity of 
the community in which he lived. He 
sought society and invited confidences. He 
aughed when suspicion was once raised 
against him, and defied men to prove he 
was. different from what he seemed. tle 
was constantly with women, cooking and 
sewing with them and making himself use- 
ful in an artfully ie way whereyer

Genn was ever doubtful of the impene-

Stokes was sure. of his, although it was 
es far and more remarkable than hers.

A YEAR SINCE FIRST ARREST 


All the Evidence Obtainable Has Been 
Long in the Hands of the 
Authorities.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—Respon- 
sibility for delay in the trial of Charles W. 
Neely, accused of embezzling Cuban postal 
funds, now rests with Secretary Root. 

More than a year has @lapsed since the 
arrest of Neely at Rochester, N. Y. More 
than six months ago the extradition of 
Neely was effected. All obtainable evi- 
dence has long been in the hands of the 
authoriues.

Clerks Reeves, 
Rich and others, are forcibly detained in 
Havana. Nearly two months ago the Hav- 
ana court made an order directing that 
enone in the United States be exam- 
ned. 

Just as the work of taking depositions 
was to begin an order came from Secre- 
tary Root that no furtrer action be taken 
at present. As the war department has 
cognizance of the Neely case the request 
for delay was granted. According to ali 
obtainable information no reasen for the 
order to defer action was given. Since 
that time, Assistant Attorney General Beck 
has gon: to Europe on his vacation, and 
Secretary Root started on a tour of army 

ost inspection. Further action in the 

Teely case must await the return of these 
officials, 

In the meantime, determined efforts are 
being made by the friends of those Ameri- 
cans detained in Havana as witnesses 
against Neely to secure an early trial or 
release. Two or three representatives have 
come to this city and persondlly demanded 
a reason for this delay. No explanation 
has been given.

The trouble between Archbishop Kain 
and the congregation arose over the de- 
termination of che former to sell the church 
pre erty and devote the proceeds to the 

ullding of the new cathedral. 

The parishioners contend that the equit- 
able title to the church property rests in 
them and that Archbishop Kain merely 
holds it in trust for them with the express 
contract that it is to be used for religious 
purposes only. They say he has not the 
authority to sell it. 

The congregation contends that it Is en- 
titled to the posession and use of the prop- 
erty according to the rules and usages of 
the Catholic church and the petition filed 
asks that the courts so decree. 


Property Was Given 

to Archbishop Kenrick. 

The petition recites that on June 1, 1863, 
Annie L. Hunt conveyed to Archbishop 


Peter R. Kenrick, the predecessor of Arch- 
bishop Kain, the property at Jefferson ave- 
nue and Locust street for sacred purposes. 
A church was to be built on it. 

rie gy ome: Kenrick, the petition says, 
paid $5 for the property. 

Until 1874 the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception was at Eighth and Chestnut 
streets. 

The construction of the St. Louis Tun- 
nel in that year under the church building 
damaged it so that it was no longer fit for 
use. 

Archbishop Kenrick, the etition says, 
then sold the property for ,000 and also 
collected $4000 damages for the injury doue 
by the tunnel. 

A church, costing $20,000, was then built 
on the lot at Jefferson avenue and Locust 
streets and the paraphernalia and furniture 
from the old church was moved there. 

The property, it is contended, is now free 
from all debt for improvements and taxes

THE GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES 
REACH DECISION. 


RESULT IS MADE PUBLIC. 


Western Boundary Follows Watershed 
of the Rockies—General Land 
Office Map Correct. 


WASHINGTON, July 20—The census office 
made public today the report of a confer- 
ence held at its instance to determine the 
exact boundaries of the territorial acquisi- 
tions of the United States. The conference 
was participated in by representatives of 
the department of state, the coast and 


———— survey, the geological survey and 
he census office. The results agree sub- 
stantially with the map published by the 
eneral land office, but there are some dif- 
erences, most concerning the true boun- 
dary of the Loulsiana Purchase. 

The main conclusions of the conference 
are as follows: 

. The region between the Mississippi 
river and Lakes Maurepas and Pontchar- 
train to the west and the Perdido river to 
the east should not be assigned to the 
Louisiana Purchase or to the Florida Pur- 
chase, but marked with a legend indicat- 
ing that title to it between 1803 and 1819 
was in dispute. 

2. The line between the Mississippi river 
and the Lake of the Woods, separating the 
territory of the United States prior to 1803, 
from the Louisiana Purchase, should be 
drawn from the most rorthwestern point 
of the Lake of the Woods to the nearest 

oint on the Mississippi river, in Lake 
emidii. 

3. The western boundary of the Louis- 
lana Purchase between parallels 42 and 
north followed the watershed of the Rocky 
Mountains; thence it ran east along the 
parallel of 42, north to a point due north of 
the source of -the Arkansas river, and 
thence south to that source. 

The northwestern boundary of Texas 
as annexed extended up the principal 
stream of the Rio Grande to its source, 
oe aaa due north to the paratiel of 4 
north. 

5. The southern sounaaty of the Mex!i- 
can session of 1848 should be drawn from 
a point on the Rio Grande eight miles north 
of Paso, instead of from one about W 
miles further north, as is the usual prac- 
tice at present, west three degrees, and 
thence north to the first branch of the 
Gila river.

ROW TO GROW LATE VEGETABLES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 2.—J. C. Whitten 
professor of horticulture in the Missouri 
agricultural College, gives out the follow- 
ing information and advice today concern- 
ing vegetables: 

“Now that rains have fallen in many parts 
of the state, much may be done in the way 
of vegetable gardening. Since most of the 
early planted gardens have been ruined by 
the drouth, vegetab es of all kinds will ta 
scarce and high priced. For this reason 
vegetables that ordinarily would hardly be 
worth planting will this year be very wel- 
come. 

Tomatoes—Where young tomato plants 
of goud size can now be had for planting, 
there is yet time for them to produce a g 
crop. young seeding plants are not 
available, cuttings may be, taken from 
spring set plants that have not died. 
branches six inches long should be taken 
from the greenest parts of the old plants. 
Remove the lower leaves of these cuttings 
and set them firmly in a frame of moist 
sand on the shady side of a ‘building, and 
keep them well watered and shaded if thev 
will. When they are well rooted, set them 
out in the garden. Tomato plants grown 
from cuttings will begin to bear earlier than 
will the seedlings and will produce good 
crops before frost. 

Beans—There will be time to raise good 
crops of green beans if they are planted 
any time before the middle of August. The 
early varieties and the wax podded sorts 
should be selected for planting. The soil 
is now so warm that they will mature fine 
pods in six weeks. 

Cabbages—This is just the time for set- 
ting winter cabbages. If young plants can- 
not be had seeds should be planted as soon 
as possible, and there is yet hope for the 
young plants making ¢ heads. 

Celery—lIf are plants can be secured 
ae ee set out now while the soil 
Radishes—The white winter radishes 
should be included in the list of fall plant- 
ed vegetables. 

Lettuce—This vegetable as well as some 
other salad plants may yet be own.

at Pullman. 

On May ll, 18%, there was a strike of 20) 
of the 4200 in the Pullman car works at 
Pullman, Ill. Next day 1000 more employes 
went out. There was a powerful organiza- 
tion, then known as the American Railway 
Union. This was headed by Eugene V. 
Debs. The Fullman strikers were membcrs 
of the union and the strike was due to a 
reduction of wages. 

A boycott of 24 roads using Pullman cars 
was called. From Chicago to San Francis- 
co there were riots in railroad yards when 
trains hauling Pullman cars were sent out. 
The worst riots were in Chicago. Several 
men were killed. President Cleveland or- 
dered troops out wherever there were dis- 
turbances. 

There was a government investigation. 
It was found that fully 100,000 men had 
gone out in sympathy in all parts of the 
country. 

At least $5,000,000 worth of property was 
destroyed. The strike was formally called 
off on Aug. 8, 1894. Debs and several other 
abor leaders spent terms of varying iengths 
in the Illinols prisons, 


The 1807 Coal 
Miners’ Strikes. 

Coal miners in 11 states struck on July 4, 
1897, on order of President Ratchford of 
the United Mine Workers. Nearly all the 
bituminous miners went out and a large 
portion of the men in the anthracite re- 
gion. At high tide in the strike 110,000 
men were idle. 

This strike was successful. 
gained in wages over $13,000,000. 

In September of the same year there 
was a oorrelative strike at a colliery at 
Lattimer, near Hazletcn, Pa., tn the an- 
thracite district. The strikers marched 
from mine to mine to urge other miners to 
oin them. On the road near Lattimer. on 
‘riday, Sept. 10, Sheriff Martin of Luzerne 
County, with 102 deputies, specially sworn 
in. met a body of these marching miners.

were killed and 40 wounded. Several others 
died. The marchers were all foreigners. 
Sheriff Martin and 11 of his deputies were 
tried for manslaughter and acquitted. 


The Anthracite 
Strike Last Year. 

After the success of the soft coa] miners 
in 1897, the ‘United Mine Workers looked 
with hopeful eyes on the anthracite terri- 
tory, where there were but few members 
ef the union. The operators refused to 
recognize the union and President Mitchell 
called a strike for Sept. 17, 1900. 

At the time of the strike there were not 
more than 8000 regular members of the 
union in the entire anthracite district but 
at the end of the first week Mitchel! 
claimed he had 112,000 of the 142.000 miners 
in the district. 

The strike came exactly in the middle of 


the second McKinley-tryan presidential 
campaign. 

Senator Mark Hanna interested himself 
and persuaded the operators to grant the 
demands of the miners for a 10 per cent 
increase in wages, the right to arbitrate 
and on other points aa well. 

The operators made some concessions and 
the strike was declared off in October. 

In the second week of the strike there 
was a small riot in Shenandoah. One man 
war killed by the sheriff's posse. The gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania sent troops there and 
kept them on the ground for two weeks 
more. Aside froin numerous marches, this 
was the only disorder.

MORE SUGAR BEET 


CONSTANT IMPETUS BEING GIVEN 
THE INDUSTRY. 


RECORD MADE BY THE WEST 


The Annual Bulletin of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Summarizes 
the Things Achieved. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—The annual bul- 
letin of the department of agriculture re- 
lating to the progress of the beet sugar in- 
dustry during the last fiscal year has just 
been issued. Speaking of the new factory 
enterprises, (he report is very encouraging 
and says that the coming year will furnish 
more new factories than any single year 
since the sugar beet becamg an issue in 
American agriculture. There is a good 
sign in the fact that this activity is not to 


be confined to any one locality, but is to 
be general, covering the entire sugar beet 
belt. In addition to numerous new facto- 
ries, the old ones have in nearly every lo- 
caiity increased their capacity. There are 
few factories in the country which are not 
now two or three times as large as when 
first built, and most of this work of en- 
largement took place during the 

year recently closed. Important new fac- 
tory enterprises are under way in Colo- 
rado, Indiana, fowa, Michigan, North Da- 
kota, Oregon, Utah, South Dakota, Wis- 
consin and several! states of the East, in- 
cluding New York and Ohio. The report 
says that Michigan ‘seems destined to 
occupy first place in sugar production.” 
The last was her third year with 
mahing, and she has ten factories in op- 
erativn, and is on the point of starting 
several mere. The results obtained there 
appeal to capitalists for continued invest- 
ment. 

“There ia little doubt,”" says the report, 

“that Michigan one of the most favor- 
able localities in the United States for the 
growing of high grade sugar beets. When 
the farmers of the state thoroughly learn 
the art of successful beet culture, they 
will be able to compete even with the more 
favored districts of Europe, both the 
quality of beets produced and in the yied 
per acre.” 
The report notes favorably the tation 
which is under way in North and South 
Dakota, and predicts that both these states 
are to become important in the manufac- 
ture of sugar. i nsin recovering 
from her unfortunate experiment of sev- 
eral years ago, and preparing to enter the 
list of sugar producing states. 

Prof. Wiley, government chemist, who ex- 
amined samples of sugar ts grown 
all of the sugar states last season, does 
not rate Minnesota as high as he does other 
states. He says that 10 samples were re- 
ceived from the state, and that while they 
were “above the average in size,”’ that the 
“content of sugar and — were both low 
for the locality."’

The idea of having 
an exhibit of social economy has never 
peen suggested before for an American ex- 


position. 
Social Economy Exhibit 


Is Common in Europe. 

Such exhibits have been a feature of Eu- 
ropean expositions since 1855. 
| Mr. Willoughby had charge of the work 
in social economy for the United States at 
the Paris Exposition in 1900. He prepared 
the American material and, afterwards, 
went to Paris as a member of the interna- 
tional jury of awards. 

In his memorial he says exposition® are 
means of education rather than places of 
amusement. 

“To education and social economy, pri- 
marily, falls the task of bringing out these 
educative features,’ he says. 

He goes at length into the ignorance in 
the United States of the social reform 
movements. The experience of other coun- 
tries proves, he says, that expositions ure 
the best disseminators of this sort of 
knowledge. 

He believes the St. Louis World’s Fair 
will furnish a great oportunity for the 
United States to study the social move- 
ments of other countries and for other 
countries to study our social institutions. 

He describes the work In social economy 
at Paris and tells how it could be improved 
upon in St. Louis. He points out that in 
St. Louis the Paris en of issuing a gen- 
eral invitation to all persons to particl- 
ate in the social economic exhibits shou d 
” departed from and only persons and 
institutions of importance should be in- 
vited. In this way, he says space and 
money can be saved, and exhibits secured 
which gre representative and important. 

Chairman Schroers of the committee on 
education reported yesterday that the com- 
mittee’s advisory 9ard, composed of 20 
prominent educators, had unanimously ad- 
vised the selection of Howard J. Rogers of 
Albany, N. Y., as director of the education- 
al department of the World's Fair.

MAN WHO DEFIES UNCLE SAM 


Jesse D. Carr [nsists on Holding 84,- 
333 Acres of Land and Has Kept 
It for Fifteen Years. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 20.—Once more 
Jesse D. Carr, the famous Klamath rancher 
who alone has fought Uncle Sam to a stand- 
still and retained possession for 15 years 
of an immense tract of land belonging to 
the government, is the defendant in a case 
brought to oust him from the home for the 
retention of which he has struggled so long 
and so successfully. 

The trial of the case has just been con- 
cluded in the Federa! Circuit Court here, 
and a decision is expected within a day or 
two. The evidence showed that Carr has 
84.333 acres of land which belongs to the 
government under inclosure and uses the 
same for his own private purposes. The 
land lies in Klamath County, this state, and 
in northern California. Ten years ago the 
government brought suit to oust Carr and 
won, but the judgment was never executed. 
Since that time Carr has successfully re- 
sisted every effort to turn him out of the 
property. Carr's attorneys offered no evi- 
dence in rebuttal at this trial, contenting 
themselves with contesting the points made 
by the plaintiffs.

Can Be Dignified 
Though Coatless. 

A police Judge can maintain his dignity 
without his coat. The effect that my ap- 
pare! has upon the defendants in the Day- 
ton Street Police Court proves this. 

The defendant, often coatless himself 
comes from the prisoner's cage, which is 
eometimes unclean and of bad odor, Into 

court and faces a judge without a coat. 

He sees that the judge, like himself, is 
ecoatiess. He notices that the judge is clad 
in spotless garments, and that the air in the 
'eourtroom is sweet and pure. 

Justice. in a sh'rtwasit, is to him a visi- 
ble justice. It appeals to him. He gives a 
reasonable statement of his actions and 
does not question the judicial decision when 
it is given. 

Ajudge of a police court should not only 
be humane, he should be human. He should 
judge every case by the golden rule stand- 

ard. 
What’ would I have done in this special in- 
stance? That is the mental question that 
the just magistrate should ask himself 
while the prisoner gives his testimony. 
And a judge who is dressed comfortably is 
able to sink his own tdentity and follow the 
prisoner's reasons to a final judgment. 

A final reason for my coatiless condition in 
is this—-I believe that a police court 
business establishment. same as a 
grocery store. It was established to ex- 
pedite municipal bus‘ness. Why not run 
it after business methods? 

The business men of St. Louis are work.

Hundred Terminal Employes 
Walk Out. 


SOME TRAINS ARE DELAYED 


NEW MEN TAKE THE PLACES OF 
THE STRIKERS. 


Acting National President of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men Says the Movement 
Will Spread Today. 


About 100 employes in the yards of the 
Terminal Raltlroad Association and th 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Association 
quit work at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoo! 
on receipt of an official order to do so fron 
the local grievance committee of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen, approved bj) 
Acting National President W. G. Lee oi 
Cleveland, O. 

The order to quit work was issued withi 
a few hours after General Manager Mc 


Chesney of the Terminal Association har 
notified Mr. Lee that he would not agre 
to a conf'ence with him. 

As a result of the walk-out there wa 
some delay in the movement of trains a 
the Union Station vesterday afternoon an 
evening, but no serious elays resulted 
The old employes who did not go out were 
re-enforced by new recruits that the ter 
minal officials hired. Superintendent Ed 
win Dunlop of the Terminal Associatio! 
and Superintendent Chenery of the tele 
graph department of the assoc ation initl 
ated the new men into their work. 

Up to a late hour last night Supt. Dun 
lop, lantern in hand, was directing hi: 
new force under the Union Station sheds. 

At the same time the strikers and thel. 
friends were meeting at Druids’ Hall. I 
addition to the Terminal yvyardmen wh 
went out in obedience to orders, there wer 
present at the meeting, it was _ officiall 
announced, representatives from the Broth 
erhood of Railway Traymen employed hb 
the other railroad yards of the city. M1 
Lee addressed the meeting, and all pres 
ant were pledged to say nothing abou 
what transpired. 


Refuse to Treat With 

Members of Brotherhood.

“This is to inform you that the vice- 
president and general’ manager of th 
above-named companies has positively re 
fused to meet vour authorized committee 
or representatives or grant you the sam« 
rules and regulations governing the work 
ing condition as is at present in effect in 
nearly all the yards in this city.

“There are about 244 yardmen in our em- 
ploy,’’ said Supt. Dunlop to the Post-Dis- 
patch last night, ‘“‘and I guess about half 
of them went out in response to the order. 


We were not exactly looking for such a de- 
velopment, but we got to work with the 
force we had left and moved the trains as 
best we could. We hired a number of new 
men and will hire more. We have no ob- 
jection to our employes belonging to any 
association they may wish to, go long as 
they do not try to run the road. @\Ye our 
company has no business with Mr, Lee. He 
is not one of its employes. Of course, the 
strike caused some delay in trains about 
Inion Station, but we will put on more 
men in the morning and I guess we will 
wet along.’’ 

Another Terminal official explained that 
all the members of the B. , . went out 
in accordance with the order, but that 
there is another organization of yardmen 
and sw'‘tchmen, to which probably half of 
the men belong, and they were not affected 
by the strike notice. 

“"The men are out to stay,’ said Presi- 
dent Lee. after last night's meeting at 
Druid’s Hall. ‘‘We have agreements with 
87 per cent of the railroads in this country 
and we are going to get one like that with 
the Terminal people. We have them with 
most of the other roads entering St. ‘Louis 
now. 

“The main point is the recognition of the 
employes’ committee to arrange a schedule 
of rules for the government of the em- 
ployes of the company. On these roads at 
present t yard masters can treat the 
men just about as they like. 

“There will be more men out tomorrow 
than there are tonight. The yardmen on 
the Bast Side are going out. They didn't 
understand the situation this afternoon 
and sent a committee over ton'ght to find 
out. They went back to tell the men to 

uit.’ ,

FIREMEN PLEAD FOR TIME.

AGAIN CAPTURED 


He Was Arrested: Yesterday 
in Washing‘on, D. C., 


ST. LOUIS SHERIFF WANTS HIM 


ESCAPED WHILE EN ROUTE TO 
THE PENITENTIARY. 


Officers Have Gone After the Man Who 
Obtained Diamonds Here by Pos- 
ing as Wm. J. Lemp, Jr. 


Louis C. McDowell, alias J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Jr., alas William J. Lemp, Jr.,

Last night Sheriff Dieckmann and Detec- 
tive Cordell started for Washington. They 
will take McDowell into custody and bring 
him to St. Louis and he will be sent to 
Jefferson City to serve his sentence. 

M¢Dowel, if that be his name, is one of 
the boldest criminals who ever operated in 


St. Louls and the ofNer big cities of the 
United States. 
Of prepossessing appearance, always ele- 


gantly dressed, with diamonds on his fin- 
gers and in his shirt front, and pleasing 


of speech, he enters the best jewelry stores, | 


represents himself as a son of some promi: | 
nent citizen and obtains, sometimes, goods 
to the value of hundreds of dollars, as was 
the case in St. Louis. 


Yesterday he entered a jewelry store in| 


Waahington and asked to look at some 
diamonds. He made a selection and the 
jewels he decided upon were valued more 
than $1000. He sai that he would take 
them and requested the clerk to charge 
them to his father’s account. The clerk did 
not recognize him and he inquired who his 
father was. 


Said He Was 

Mark Hanna’s Son. 

“T am M. A. Hanna, Jr.’ was the reply, 
“and my father is Senator M. A. Hanna.” 


The clerk was shrewd and he questioned 
the young customer. In a andiloquent 
manner McDowell told the clerk that he 
was at liberty to investigate before parting 
with the goods. Then in a ani ge 
fashion he told the clerk that he took no 
offense, and requested him after he was 
satisfied that all was well to send the jew- 
els to him at his hotel. 

McDowell ‘left the store and the affair 
was reported to the police. 

McDowell was located at a hotel. When 
the detective started to: place him under 
arrest McDowell drew ai revolver and, 
thrusting it against the detective’s breast, 

ressed the trigger. Murder would have 
een added to his crime but for the fact 
that the cartridge was defective. The 
weapon snapped and then McDowell was 
only taken after a desperate struggle. 

Last January McDowell entered the jew- 
elry store of Merrick. Walsh & Phe'ps, at 
Sixth and Olive streets, St. Louls, and ap- 
proaching Mr. Walsh, he asked to look at 
the dlamonds. He .selected a diamond 
brooch valued at $800. He said that he was 
William J. Lemp, Jr., and asked that the 
bill be sent to the brewery. 

Mr. Walsh was not personally acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Lemp. but he was so favorably 
impressed with the stranger’s appearance 
that he unhesitatingly let him have the 
jewel. 

His St. Louis 
Career Was Brief. 

When the bill was sent the fraud was 
discovered and the police were informed. 
McDowell pawned the jewel and got out 
of the city. He was arrested in Cincinnati 
and was brought, back to S8t. uls a 
month later. March 21 he pleaded guilty 
to grand larceny and was given a three 
years’ penitentiary sentence. 

A few weeks later several] prisoners were 
taken to the penitentiary. Among the lot 
were McDowell and Frank Mathusic, who 
was under a twelve year sentence for high- 
way robbery. 

The prisoners were in charge of half a 
dozen deputy sheriffs under command of 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Sheehan.

But 
if he 1s, it will mot be more remarkable 
from a scientific potnt of view, though 
more spectacular, than was the resuit of 
a hunt that has just ended by the capture 
of three wild horses in Middle Asia. 

It ts believed that they are representa- 
tives of the last living form of the oldest 
type of the ancestor of the horse today. 
Beyond them, scientists belleve, are the 
extinct forms, the many-toed horses, of 
which fossil_remains are found tbrough 
Europe and the United States.

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Their short, pointed ears and the fully 
haired tail prove that they have nothing in 
coramon with the wild ags; and the regular 
markings, the lack of a stiff bunch of hair 
between the ears and the modified form of 
the tail distinguich them from the horse of 
teday. 

Remarkable peculirities of them are the 
profuse hatriness of the chin, the short, 
uprigkt mane, the proportionately large 
head, the white muzzle, the dark stripe 
along the back and the dark fetlocks. 

They are smalicr than an ordinary me- 
dium-sized horse. Their prevailing color 1s 
vellow, the mane and tall are dark brown, 
and thetr coats change with the seasons, 
as Go those of all wiid animals, becoming 
very long and shaggy in winter. 

The greatest difficulty presented by this 
hunt was fn finding the beast. This diffi- 
culty did not present itself to the party 
that went after the great fin whale. Their 
trouble was to transport the specimen af- 
ter they got it. But they suceeded, althougn 
it wes nip and tuck to the end. 

Previous attempts to bring whales tn al- 
ways had failed. Everything had been 
tried, from cutting the creatures into sec- 
tions and preserving the parts in spirits, 
even to embalming them whole. 

But each time the mighty cadavers rotted 
despite all care, and all that ever was car- 
ried to civilization was the skeleton. 

One expedition used a process that mum- 
mified their whale, and it was a great 
success so far as preserving the beast wus 
concerred; but when they unloaded it in 
England they found that the mummy was 
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sharp blubber spades, 2nd worked much as 
they would work to cut out @ whale for 
oll, except that instead of cutting the skin 
the bluber was carved from the inside. 

When all the blubber had been disposed 
of the animal was hauled on deck and 
there the finer work of scraping the Inside 
of the skin was undertaken. This lasted a 
long while, for it was impefative that the 
fat and all the meat be cleaned off thor- 
oughly. 

The head, too, had to be cut to be emp- 
tie?, and all the bony parts had tv be 
cleaned without being removed. Finally 
all the work that was necessary Was ac- 
complished, and as soon as the hunters 
were certain that their specimen would 
last, and that they need not hunt for an- 
other one, they set sail for home. 

tn Berlin the tatghty creature was turned 
over to a famous taxidermist, and after 
several months of hard work it has been 
mounted, and now is on exhibition In Ber- 
lin, with all promise thae it will be good 
for mang generations to see.

N—the borders of Lake Saranac, in 
() the heart of the Adirondack Moun- 


tains, Mark Twain has bullt him a 
summer home. 

Far from the madding crowd, within the 
depths of a forest primeval, he lives the 
life of a rec!usec. 

The circle of his society is narrowed to 
the members of his own family, consisting 
of his wife and two grown daughters. He 
reads no daily papers. Even his mail is 
left stacked up and uncalled for at the 
nearest postoffice. 

No one could take a vacation more se- 
riously than does the world’s greatest hu- 
morist. 

Though on the borders of a lake stocke:l 
with fish, the rod end ree) possess for him 
no charms: though employing an Adiron- 
Gack guide, the pathlieses woods, the alry 
mountaintop, hold out for him nv allure- 
mente. 

Seated in a litile tent beside the borders 
of the lake, Mark Twain spends the largest 
portion of his time in work. Systematical- 
ly, brooking few interruptions, he applies 
himeelf from four to seven hours each day. 

Tt was only after much persuasion, sec- 
ended by the kindly offices of Mrs. Clem- 
ens, that I obtained an interview with him. 

On the south shore of Lake Saranac, llt- 
eraliy buried in a deep forest of fir and 
pine trees, stands “The UWLair,”” Mark 
Twain's cottage. Though the dictionary 
defines a lair as the couch of a wild beast, 
ft le only in the sense of its exclusiveness 
and inaccessibility that the name is ap- 
posite as the dwelling place of the famous 
author. 

Dean Swift longed for 


“A house to entertain a friend, 
A river at his garden's end,"’ 


but Mark Twain has more than this. The 
beautiful eweep of a whole lake stretches 
eut before him 

From the outside Mark Twain's house 
looks like a Swiss cotage, such as one sees 
perched on the side of the Alps near Lake 
Leeerne The wood of which it is built 
ie rough pine, the bark of the tree being 
left om the outside

Adirondack retreat. It seems 


w te enter the monastic nook in which he 
as buried himself. 

After rowing up and down several] times 
n front of “The Liar’ I at last overcame 


my reluctance and grounded my canoe on 
the little boat landing which juts out Into 
the lake a few rods tu the left of the 
house. 

A short walk over soft moss, strewn with 
pine needles, and I found myself on the 
veranda of “‘The Lair.”’ 

l was met at the door by Mrs. Clemens, a 
woman of sweet face and charming man- 
ner, She explained to me that her husband 
was very, very busy—that he had come to 
Lake Saranac to work rather than to recre- 
ate—that he had even neglected to send for 
his mail at the postoffice. 

It was about 1 o'clock when I first called. 
Mrs. Clemens said it was one of her hus- 
band’s busiest hours. 

If [ would return after 6 o'clock, she 
ndded, he would see me—perhaps. 

Deep shadows were creeping across the 
lake when I again made my way Lairward. 

Seuted tn a high-back cane chair on the 
Veranda, in an easy position, with one leg 
crossed over the other. was Mark Twain. 

life wore a loose-fitting suit of grayish 
blue, a negiigee shirt, low, turned-down 
collar and wash tir, Comfortable slippers 
were on his feet. Vloating on his mass of 
white hair, rather than fitting his head, was 
a filat-top Panama hat. 

He arose to greet me as I approached 
and waved me to a seat beside him. The 
book he had been reading—Bismarck’s au- 
teoblography—he placed on a settee near by. 

I asked Mark Twain how he employed 
his time on his vacation. 

“I suppose you enjoy the deer and other 
hunting to be found in these parts?” I 
said. 

“No,”’ he replied, “I never hunt. I have 
never taken any pleasure fn shooting down 
birds and animals.’’ 

“Of course, you go fishing?’ 

“No, I do not fish, either,” he responded, 
with a smile. 

Mark Twain then explained to me that his 
life in the Adirondacks was not one de- 
voted to pleasure. He went there mainly 
for the purpose of working. -.ulet is es- 
sential to him in order to do satisfactory 
work. 

Mark Twain then talked freely about 
books, Anglo-Americaniem, incidents in his 
life at home and abroad, his private system 
of philosophy, anewering my every ques- 
tion with open candor. 

He expressed a desire, however, not to 
be quoted on any of these subjects in the 
form of an extended interview. 

He said he had no objection te my de- 
scribing his Adirondack life. 

With slight variations, here is Mark 
Twain's daily program at “The Lair.” 

Rising between 7 and 8 in the morning, 
he dresses leisurely and breakfasts about 2. 
After breakfast he enjoys a cigar, either 
sitting om his veranda or strolling by the 
lake 

At 10 o’clock promptly his working day 
begins. To the right of his house, about 50 
feet away toward the lakeside, is a smal! 
tent. This tent is Mark Twain's literary 
camp. He works there regularly each day. 

The floor of the tent is covered with 
boards, which in front are extended out- 
ward toward the lake, forming a small 
platform, rafled off at the end. 

The sole furniture of this tent is a high- 
backed Gane chair on the seat of which 
are a couple of cushions. 

Seated in this chair, which is placed either 
within the tent or on the little platform, 
Mark Twain produces each day the humor- 
ous phrases which make the whole world 
laugh. 

Perhaps you think his humor is dashed 
off with little thought and that his sen- 
tences drop from the pen point as water

flows from a fountain? Not so. No sen- 
tence ever leaves his hand without under- 
going rigorous inspection. No word is used 
without first weighing its every import. 

Mark Twain makes it a rule to write four 
hours each.day. Four hours of writing 
may mean seven or eight hours of thought 
and meditation. S80, after all, there is 
little time left for recreation when his self- 
imposed dally task is dona 

After writing steadily from 10 in the 
morning until 2 in the afternoon, Mark 
Twain partakes of a luncheon in his house. 
The remainder of the day is devoted to 
reading and recreation. 

His afternoons are varied according to 
circumstances. At one time he will pat- 
ronize a hammock which swings between 
two trees far back In the woods. He ex- 
plained to me that he had acquired the 
art of being able to remain in a hammock 
as long as he desired. 

At other times, either accompanied by 
his daughters or alone, he will take a canoe 
trip on Lake Saranac. The canoes are as 
light as feathers and it takes scarcely any 
effort to propel them. 
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Very frequently his afternoon !{s spent 
with some favorite book by the lakeside. 
Here, sitting on some old mossgrown log, 
he will spend hour after hour, reading at 
times, at others gazing in reverie out over 
the waters of the lake. 

After his dinner at 6 o’clock he sits on 
his veranda till bedtime—about 10 o'clock. 

For a literary man the life Mark Twain 
leads at his Lair is ideal. 

It is difficult to imagine how one can 
work in so beautiful a place, where every- 
thing lulls to rest. The lapping of the 
waves on the shore and the moaning of the 
winds through the pines would enchant an 
ordinal mortal from all tasks, however ex- 
acting. 

I asked Mr. Clemens if he would permit 
me to take photographs of him throughout 
the course of one of his typical days. He 
consented to this audacious request with a 
kindliness which I was far from expecting. 

On the morning appointed, at 9 o'clock, I 
presented myself at ‘“‘The Lair,’’ camera In 
hand. 

It takes a courageous man to pose for an 
amateur photographer, and I almost feared 
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Mark Twain would back down from his 
agreement. 

But he was once a Confederate soldier 
and knows no fear. He had not changed 
his mind. 

Presently he seaté@ himself tn a chair on 
his veranda. 

With great simplicity and without any 
apparent effort he assumed the most nat- 
ural of ‘‘poses,’’ as the reader will, I think, 
admit on inspection of the photographs ac- 
companying this article. 

The deep shadows cast by the trees sur- 
rounding the house made necessary some- 
what lengthy “‘time exposures” in order to 
obtain effective photographs. Mark Twain 
was patience itself, even permitting me to 
take again certain pictures in which I 
feared I had not obtained just the desired 
result. 

From the house we then walked over to 
his workshop in the tent. Standing at the 
door of this tent, he paused a moment In 
a reflective attitude, which the camera was 
fortunate enough to catch. 

The expression in this picture shows 
Mark Twain just as he would appear had 
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he risen from his chair a moment and 
stepped to the door of the tent tn order to 
think of a word or to formulate a nicely 
balanced sentence. 

Very frequently, when his day’s work Is 
done, Mark Twain seats himself on a large 
rock near the lakeside and enjoys an hour 
or two of meditation while gazing out over 
the pnliacid waters. It was my privilege to 
photograph him in this favorite haunt. 

This particular spot is a veritable sylvan 
grotto. One would not be surprised to see 
elfs and fairies flitting in and out among 
the branches of the trees which cluster 
thickly by the water. 

Moss-grown stumps of old trees, water- 
worn logs, bending boughs of leafy green 
and rocks over which the waters ever tum- 
ble make a picture of wondrous harmony. 

If Mark Twain ts able to work at all in 
such a place it is singular that he does not 
produce inspired verse instead of humorous 
prose. 

As canoeing forms part of his day on 
rare occasions, Mr. Clemens kindly con- 
sented to let me photograph him indulging 
in this pastime. 
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The day on which the picture was tak 
was a windy one, and the waters

BR plenty tn the Philippines ‘Ve came 

mighty near the real thing, though, 
when we climbed the Janaha Mountain 
range. When we started we didn’t xnow 
what we were zoing after, but we found 
out later. Superior Officer said “Forward.” 
and that was enough. But as a matter of 
fact we didn’t go forward it all. We just 
went straight up in the alr. 

Kighty-five of us pick d out of Gen. Swan's 
brigade and sent to the mountains under 
command of Maj. Henry. The sun was 
scorching hot when we formed in the ‘ong, 
white, dusty rcad eading toward the moun- 
tains which towered over us so high that It 
hurt the back of our necks to look up at 
them. 

Hiking over dusty roads was our long 
suit, and we didn’t mind that much. Rut 
this particular road seemed to oe tiltea up 
at the other end. It looked level, but we 
soon found that we were going up a steep 
grade. 

It was just 8 o'clock in the morning when 
we turned out of the white road Into a pags 
that led right into the side of ths moun- 
tain. 

Here the road was not dusty. It was 
narrow, hot and dry and overgrown wiih 
dense underbrush. We had to string out In 
single file here, and our progress was pain- 
fully slow. We had to send men ahead to 
cut a path for us. 

For four hours we marched on in silence. 
The ascent was becoming steeper all the 
time, and by noon we were n> longer walk- 
ing. but were climbing up the side of the 
mountain. 

We came at last to a perpendicular wall, 
@ sheer face of rock without anything to 
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relieve it except here and there a rock jut- 
ting out. It looked like an impossibility to 
go any further. The men in front hesitated 
and we thought for a minute we were et 
the end of our journey. 

But once more the command “Forward!” 
Was sounded, and we started to do what 
we were satisfied could not be done. 

An ordinary man would have wanted an 
alpenstock and a rope on that hike up the 
mountain but we were soldiers, and a man 
behind with straps on his shoulders said 
we had to get to the top. There was no 
way out of it. 

So we took another look upward, and 
when we got the crick out of our necks we 
obeyed the major’s command. It was & 
case of scrambling and floundering and 
digging with our finger nalls to get from 
one ledge to another. 

At last we couldn’t get along with that. 
Those in the rear braced against the man 
behind, and boosted him to a ledge where 
he had a footing. The man on the ledge 
held out his gun for the next man to catch 
hold of and pulled him up. We all started 
to scramble up that way, each man hold- 
ing the gun of the man in front of him, 

The solitude of the mountains was op- 
pressive. The ground was cushioned with 
rank vegetation, and there was scarcely a 
sound as we clambered along toward the 
top. 

For hours we did not Know that lithe 
forms were lying prone on the rocks above 
us, and that beady eyes were taking our 
measure along the barrels of rifles. Fili- 
pinos were up there waiting for us to get 
near enough to make good targets. 

At last, I think it was about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, we reached a point where it 
seemed impossible to go further. A few 
of the men in front had climbed on a ledge, 
but the space between them and those be- 
hind was too great to permit the use of 
the guns for scaling. 

We were tired out. The hot sun had been 
beating down on us for hours, and our can- 
teens had tong since been emptied. Our 
tongues were parched and our heads felt as 
though they were about to burst. The line 
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Again we were walting for that 
command, “Forward!” We did not need 
the werd “Halt!’’ to stop us. In the lan- 
guage of the line, we were “all out.”’ 

Bing! Zip! Zip! A rifle bullet came sing- 
ing down the pass, cutting the leaves of the 
tall dry grass in its flight. One of the men 
dropped and went rolling down the path. 

‘Not 200 yards above us a cloud of white 
smoke was floating off lazily against the 
blue of the sky. 

That was the finest cure for a tired feel- 
ing I ever saw. We forgot all about our 
parched throats and throbbing heads. All 
we thought of was that there was some 
fellow up there shooting at us, and it was 
our plain duty to go Up and show him that 
killing American soldiers was against the 
game laws in those parts. 

How we got on that ledge I don't know, 
but we did. And we were ready for busi-

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ILLIONS IN TREASURE SECRETED BY JES 


Brazilian Government Enters Into a Partnership'to Search for the Wealth in the Vaults of a Morro, 
Which Was Partially Exploited by Previous Hunters for the Wealth Abandoned by Fleeing Priests. 
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RIO DE JANEIRO, July 1 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 

Post-Dispatch. 

HOUBANDS of ounces of gold in dust, 
bars and coin, diamonds of the first 
water and other gems of great value, 

rich tapestries and priceless cloths, solid 
gold candelabra and crucifixes—a part of 
the treasure accumulated by the Jesuits in 
Brazil before their expulsion in the seven- 
teenth century—may lie hidden itn vaults 
of solid masonry built beneath a high hill 
in the center of the city of Rio de Janeiro. 

It has long been a popular belief tn South 
America that this treasure had never been 
removed from its place of concealment, and 
this legend is now proved true by Latin 
and Portuguese documents found in the 
museums of Lisbon and Rio. 

A petition has been placed in the hands of 
the Brazilian minister of public works by a 
clever engineer for permission to systemat- 
lcally excavate the secret chambers and 
passages built in Castello Hill, on whose 
summit the order of the Jesuits had their 
main college in the early days of the coun- 
try. 

Here, in a massive vault of solld masonry, 
is where these rich men of early Brazil, the 
pious followers of Ignatius of Loyola. piled 
away their store of wealth to protect it 
from the invasions of foreign foes and from 
the greed of the ancient kings of Portugal, 
who, when their pocketbooks were lean, 
levied ransoms on the order. 

Finally, when these Catholic missionaries 
withheld millions of dollars due the crown, 
they were hustled out of the territory they 
had won from the orig'nal savage tribes by 
prayer and sword. For more than thre 
centuries this hoard of money, Jewels and 
valuables, which they left behind tn their 
hasty exit, ‘has been concealed in this se- 
cret vault in the heart of Morro do Castello. 

At times a smal! part of the vast treasure 
has been found by accident tn various hid- 
ing places, but the most tmportant valua- 
bles are still in this strong box, closely 
guarded by government officials. 

Permission for excavating the hill was 
granted by Emeperor Dom Pedro II years 
ago, but the attempt was soon abandoned 
when several workmen were suffocated in 
the underground passages and the many

That no adventurer has thus far penetrat- 
_e@d the secret chambers of the Morro do 
Castello by stealth te due to the fact that 
since the Jesuits were expelled from Bra- 
all thelr property hae been In the posses- 
sion of the government. and ite officials 
“have taken good care against the loot of 
the treasure. 
It would be almost tmpossible for any one 
to enter the chamber of granite and cement 
‘without extensive excavations and the aid 
of an expert engineer. 
The vault was originally constructed to 
“withstand the assaults of savage tribes and 
of foreign invaders who often appeared in 
those early days of the Portuguese colony 
French adventurers, Dutch renegades and 
Spanish buccaneers, the ships of kings and 
pirates alike. were wont to touch at the 
port of Rio, when tales of flowing riches 
had been carried across the seas, to collect 
taxes and levy ransome to sult their finan- 
@fal convenience. They carried back to 
pe cargoes the value of which can 
ly be estimated. The rich diamond 
“and gold mines of the country supplied 
the crowns and gems of kings and the 
money for brilliant courts in those easy 
Gays of freebooting and extravagance. 

It was @ dispute over two shiploads of 
valuables sent from Rio to Marseilics which 
brought to @ climax the feud between 
France and the order and resulted in the 
expulsion of these monks from the country 

Gecree of Henry I1. 

During the two centuries that the Jesuits 
Were established in South Africa the or- 
@er became enormously wealthy. The 
members, as a result of their intrepid mis- 
‘slonary work among the aborigines, knew 
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‘all the country between the Orinoco and 


_ the Rivér Plata better than any one elise. 
' They bought or appropriated without for- 
mality large tracts of land and accumulat- 
ed hundreds of slaves. 

Understanding agriculture far in advance 
of their time, they cultivated great rice 
fields where are now only waste marshes 

and unproductive swamps. The order 
ap  @wned and operated splendid sugar planta- 
refineries. They had a perfect 


various colleges and guarded ty the mem- 
bers. 

The date of the construction of the vault 
in the Morro do Castello is placed by com- 
petent authority as about the year 1700. 
It was a matter of necessity on account of 
threatened raids by adventurers on the col- 
lege of the order, and also because the 
wealth accumulated had attracted the at- 
tention of every European power and tne 
King of Portugal was making frequent de- 
mands for cash. The actual occasion when 
the wealth was concealed in the subterran- 
ean vault was the invasion of Rio de Jan- 
eiro by the French in 1710 under the com- 
mand of Capt. Jean Francois du Clerc. 

The expedition left La Rochelle on May 
10 of that year. Rio then had a population 
of perhaps 12,000 

It occupied a space between the bay and 
the hills, called Castello and San Bento, 
and a wide moat named Valla, which ran 
from the circle, now known as the Largo 
do Carrioco, to the Prainha, the name 


given to a section of the city on the west. 
The present Rua Direita, or Cruz, as it 
was called then, was the only street which 
connected the two hills. In this thorough- 
fare was the residence of the governor, 
representing the King of Portugal, Fran- 
cisco de Castro Moraes. 

Du Ciere disembarked with a force.of 659 
men and succeeded itn reaching the Tijuce 
Mountains, at the western edge of the city, 
by way of Jacarepagua. The governor, at 
the head of 2000 men, establi'shed his camp 
within the moat near Campo Rosario. Du 
Clerc, however, penetrated the city. 

The students of the city hastily fortified 
the house of the executive, and, assisted by 
a few regular troops picked up about town, 
under the command of Amaral] Gurgel, de- 
feated Du Clerc tn a sharp engagement and 
compelled him, with all his followers, to 
surrender. The leader was subsequently 
murdered itn a house to which he had been 
assigned—stabbed, It is claimed. by one of 
the brothers of the order, whose riches hé 
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Rio de Janeiro, showing th- Morro, 


had planned to make his own. 

The Jesuits were shrewd enough to con- 
sider it probable that the French King 
would send outa stronger expedition to 
avenge the death of his favorite, and that 
Portugal would be unable to prevent such 
a move. This belief proved to be correct, 
and news was received that Duguay 
Trouin would command the tnvading forces. 
He sailed from France June ll, 1711, with a 
eqguadron of 17 vessels, asitttaat' a force of 
5764 men and 749 cannon. 

The entrance to the bay of ai de Janeiro 
was safely passed on Sept. ll. Under 
threat of immediate bombardment a large 
tax was imposed on the city and a siege to 
collect it lasted until Oct. 10. Just after the 
agreement had been ‘signed a force of 6000 
men from the state of Minas Geraes and 


other troops from various parts of the In- 
terior arrived at Rio to assist in the de- 
fense of the city. The governor wished to 
annul the contract and fight the foreigners, 
but was influenced by the Jesuits to pay 


the ransom.

Morro do Castello is a hill 400 feet high 
and 200 or 300 yards long.

The slopes are occupied by sev- 
eral hundred houses, stretching down to the 
Miseracordia Hospital—the third largest 
public hospital in the world.

The Stover bank is ten miles south of 
Versailles. It is 73 feet thick, the thickest 
coal body known. In its area it is as yet 
but partially explored. It is remarkable 
as far as it extends If it reaches as much 
further as some experts think, it Is many 
times more remarkable than any other coal 
deposit thus far discovered in all the world. 

The Stover coal bank is something to see. 
It is one of the greatest of the natural 
wonders of Missouri. It is a place where 
pure bituminous coal) is 73 feet thick with- 
outa flaw. Think of it—73 feet of pure coal 
without intervening stratum of slate, shale, 
rock or clay! The great coal veins of IIll- 
nois are not more than 10 feet thick; the 
heaviest vuins of Pennsylvania are under 
20 feet; many of the finest coal veins in 
America are 5, 6 and 8 feet thick. The 
Btover vein—so big that people call it a 
bank—is 73 feet! 

The Stover bank !s a place where soft 
coal may be quarried like rocks: where 
Wagons are backed into a tunnel and load- 
ed with coal as easily as though it were 
dirt; where, by stripping away from 10 to 20 
feet of earth, there is laid bare the glisten- 
ing coal, not inverted and standing on end, 
but flat and seemingly undisturbed since 
that day when the first forests were leveled 
to become the coal of today. 

One ordinarily thinks of a coa!] mine as 
belng a place far under the earth, where 
the coa! is elevated to the surface through 
Geep shafts. There is nothing of this sort 
et the Stover. There are no shafts. The 
coal is not far underground. It is within 
@ few feet of the surface, and may be 
reached by merely stripping the earth 
away. 

I drove out to the big coal bank today. It 
is 10 miles of up hill and down It is little 
wonder, I thought, that the Stover mine is 
not extensively worked, for the nearest 
railroad is 10 milos away. 

I found the mine in a-valley, in the 
midst of more hills than are ordinarily 
Srouped together in one place. The mine 
had nothing around it to indicate that here 
was the biggest coal bank In the world. A 
little farm house, a small shed or so, and a 
wagon road running straight into the side 
of the hill. There is nothing else, not even 
& pile of coal. Coal is not plied around the 
Stover bank. If a wagon load fs wanted 
the wagon is backed into the mine and 
loaded. There are no engines, no cages, no 
buckets, no screens, no shafts. 

I walked into the big mine. The entrance 
will almost admit a load of hay. It runs 
Straight in, not dipping at all, but straight 
in. The very doorway is coal. The jamb 
is coal, and the sili is coal. And of solid 
coal are the tunnel wails, ceiling and floor. 

There are no signs of life around the 
mine. It struck me as singular that the 
biggest coal bank in the world should be 
Sliient as a tomb. I lighted a torch and 
walked into the hill, A hundred yards 
back I heard the click of a pick. In @ 
room to the left I found a miner.

pelled to do, but standing upright and 
swinging his pick with a full-arm blow. as 
L-should want to do if Il were a coal miner. 
The oy meek miner of the big bank wore a 
tern in his hat and whistled as 

he worked. I was upon him before he saw 
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“Are you all the miners there are in this 
place?” 

He was just a full-grown boy. He said 
he was not a miner at all, but had come 
{n to dig a load of coal for a threshing en- 
gine. 

“Then there is no one working here reg- 
ularly?” 

‘No, we just come in here and get out 
what coal we need. There is little call for It 
at this time of the year. In the winter we 
g&et out quite a lot. Blacksmiths use it, 
and a, good many people around here heat 
their houses with it. We dig it ourselves 
and get it for 3 cents a bushe) for small 
lots. People have been doing this for about 
40 years. They have dug this tunnel in the 
hill and hollowed out these chambers. 
Years ago, before coal came in on the rail- 
roads, blacksmiths came many miles to get 
this coal. In the early days it was free for 
the digging.”’ 

The young man guided me through the 
mine. It reaches under the hill something 
more than a hundred yards, with many 
side passages. In one place the mine is 
timbered. This is in a chamber where the 
walls are some 20 feet high. Here, as ev- 
erywhere in the great bank, there is noth- 
ing in sight but coal. Drills sunk through 
the bank all through here, and even 200 
yards away, have shown a uniform depth 
of from 70 to 73 feet, so that the hole which 
40 years of desultory mining have left in 
this greatest of coal banks amounts to a 
mere crevasse in the whole area of coal. 

On the crest of the hill, immediately over 
the Stover bank, I found a number of pros- 
pect holes. In each of them the searchers 
had struck coal. It was evident that the 
big bank extended midway under the hill. 
How much further it goes is something no 
one has yet determined. The expert opin- 
fon upon it has always been that it is a 
pocket, and cannot be very far. But no- 
body has ever yet found the end of the 
pocket in any direction, and it seems not 
impossible that this may prove to be one 
of the pockets of sufficient extent to make 
@& great mine. Such pockets have been 
found. 


A great many mining people visit the 
great Stover bank. A party of them came 
while I was there. The Stover bank has a 
great fame in mining circles. It is re- 
puted to be the biggest coal bank in the 
world, and as such it is something for any 
one interested in mines to see, whether his 
specialty be the precious metals, coal or 
lead. The visitors who came in while I was 
at the mine expressed the same astonish- 
ment I had felt before they came. They 
were surprised the big mine had never been 
fully explored. They were aStonished that 
no one knew whether its area was a square 
mile or an acre. They could not understand 
why a@etunnel had been run under the hill 
when the coal could have been taken out 
to better advantage by merely stripping off 
the earth and carrying the coal like rock. 
And, more than all else, they could not un- 
derstand why the mine had never been de- 
veloped and a railroad spur built into It. 
It seemed to them that coal could be 
mined here cheaper than it Is mined in any 
other place on earth. They wondered how 
long it wou!d be before someone determined 
the actual area of the big bank and as- 
certained, once for all, whether the product 
could be profitably mined. 

The Stover coal bank is the property of 
Mrs. Mary Halderman of Kansas City, Mo. 
It was named for the owner of the land at 
the time of the discovery. The discovery 
seems to have consisted of chipping off a 
piece of the coal bank, which cropped out 
on the hillside 'n plain view, and unnoticed 
by the pioneers of that part of the staye. 

Halderman owns 6000 acres of land 
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around the big coal bank. She has not suf- 
ficient funds to develop the coal. The 
mine can be opened without great expense, 
but nothing can be done with the product 
without a railroad. The new St. Louls & 
Colorado Railroad, now building through 
Missour!l, will pass within three miles of 
the mine if the track follows the survey. 
A spur from this road is the immediate 
hope of Mrs. Halderman and the people 
associated with her in an effort to develop 
the mine. 

Recently Mrs. Halderman was under- 
s°001 to- have sold h2r Morgan County prop. 
erty for $80.000, a rate of $16 an acre, but 
there is now no confirmation of the report, 
and it ts unlikely the deal will be made. 
The prospective purchasers were Pennsyl- 
vania coal people, who intended developing 
the Stover mine. The prospect that the 
new railroad will build into the mine has 
encouraged Mrs. Halderman to remain in 
possession, at least until she receives a 
better offer. She has associated with her in 
the maangement of the property Louis 
Straus of New York. Mr. Straus is now at 
Versailles. He says he is going to develop 
the Stover coal. He has prospected as far 
as one and one-quarter miles from the bank 
and found the same coal. He believes it 
is all of the same exceptional] depth. If he 
succeeds in substantiating his belief he will 
doubtless do something with the Stover 
coal. 

The fact that this greatest of coal banks 
lies’ idle and but partially explored illus- 
trates the meager development of this and 
many other portions of Missouri. The 
Stover is not the only big coa! bank in Mor- 
gan County. The whole county abounds in 
coal. Five miles northwest of Versailles is 
the Hubbard & Moore mine, 
senior partner is Dr. Joel D. Hubbard of 
Versailles. 

I visited the IIubbard mine. It is very 
similar to the Stover property—a place 
where coal is right at the surface and may 
be taken out by merely tunneling into the 
hill. The Hubbard property has 
drilled over three 40-acre tracts. The coal 
has been found under all of these, Its 
greatest thickness being 61 feet, 
feet less than the exceptional thickness of 
the Stover bank 

The nearer proximity of the Hubbard 
mine to the railroad at Versailles has re- 
sulted tn a better deevlopment of this mine 
than the Stover. bank had enjoyed. Fifty- | 
five cars of coal were taken out of the Hub- | 
bard mine last winter and spring.

wealth of their lands. A. G. Baker of Ver- 
sailles has this to say of the situation: 
‘We know Morgan County to be rich in 
mineral and ores. People ask us why we 
do not prove our faith by our words. We 
do not because we lack the money. We 
have no millionaires, and very few people 
who are worth a tenth part of a million. 
The stranger coming to Morgan County 
will scarcely find a 40-acre tract that does 
not show some evidence that the miner has 
been there with pick and shovel. Few 
countries have more signs of gopher min- 
ing. It is an easy matter to find thousands 
of holes dug for lead no deeper than a 
grave. The day laborer, buoyant with hope 
ard dreams of riches, starts out today with 
a dinner bucket on his arm to open a mine. 
Tomorrow he labors for his bread tn other 
fields. Few business men in Versailles are 
without hope of some day being enriched 
by the mineral lands of Morgan. Almost 
every one of them owns mining land in the 
county, and there are few who are not do- 
ing some prospecting. But it is done In an 
easy way. The prospector who goes as 
deep as 30 feet feels that he ts getting out 
of the county. He thinks financial ruin 
will attend any effort to go deeper. Geolo- 


gists tell us, have always told us, that our 


mineral lies deep. Still our people gopher. 
Nine-tenths of the prospecting holes in the 
county are less than 10 feet deep. 
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“Again, in addition to lacking money, our 
people lack the vim, push and enterprise 
that are necessary to develop a country. 
We all mean well, but we've got to be 
sighted before we branch out much. It has 
not been long since we left that period in 
our history when we were opposed to all 
new innovations. We are just beginning to 
appreciate the natural wealth of our coun- 
ty. During the last two years hundreds of 
scientists, capitalists and practical miners 
have visited our county. Many of them 
have purchased land. All of them have 
expressed surprise at our abundance. Stim- 
ulated by faith in our mineral resources, 
and encouraged by the “presence of scores 


of active prospectors from abroad, we are 
now mindful of their expressions of sur- 
prise that we have been idle in the midst 
of so much natural wealth.”’ 

Until the new ratlroad builds through 
Morgan County, or the Missouri Pacific ex- 
tends its present service in there, the great 
Stover coal bank and every other mine in 
the county will be too isolated to compete 
with the mines which have railroad tracks 
up to thelr shafts. It would be possible to 
build a spur into the Stover mine and load 
the cars direct, and it is unlikely there is 
another coal bank in the country so easily 
approached.

In the biviical account of Mount Sinai it 
is stated that the israeiites camped in the 
Piain of Assemviage before Mount Sinai, 
The army consisted of some 6vw,l0W Ngniing 
men. 

The E)l Rahab, or Place of Assembly, 
commonly pointed out by bibiical stuuents 
does not seem sufncientiy large to make 
room for ail these people. 

Thus is the exact location of the moun- 
tain on which Moses is said to have cum- 
muned with the Almighty a matter of mere 
conjecture. 

Jebel Musa has been pronounced to be 
the correct location by such iearned stu- 
dents as Tischendorf, Laborde, Hitter, 
Strauss, Farrar and others. 

There are still others, however, almost 
equaiiy distinguished, who make simular 
Ciaims for Jevel Serval. 

There is still another mountain near 
Mount Sina! which is also believed to be 
the real law-giving spot. This is Mount 
Catherine, wh.ch bas an altitude of 26 
feet—being, higher than either Mount Musa 
or Mount Serval. 

There is a piain in front of it which 
would seem to lend credence to the asser- 
tions of those who think Mount Catherine 
the scene of the Moses reveiations. 

From the very eariiest times—nundreds 
Of years before the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era—Mounts Sinai, Catherine and Ser- 
bal have been separately and simultanevous- 
ly reverenced as the birthplace of the Ten 
Commandments. In early Christian times 
these mountains were favorite resorts for 
religious fafmtics, who heid in awe the 
very stones which composed the Sinai 
group. 

Thirteen hundred years ago there was 
founded on Mount Catherine the monastery 
of that name. This institution is supposed 
to rest in the very Valley of Assemblage in 
which the Israelites gathered before Mount 
Sinal. Stairs were bullt leading up Mount 
Catherine, and there were gates and pas- 
sageways carefully guarded so that none 
but the religiously pure should go up into 
the mountain.

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Familiar Barn Visitors in England, 
Where They Are Famous 
Rat-Catchers, but They 
Are Strange in This 
Country. 


T IS now a fortnight since Adolph 

] Huch, hunter, walked excitedly into 

Red Bud, LL. with his pockets full of 
monkey-faced owls. 

Many men have walked into Red Bud 
with pockets full of many things, but 
Adoiph Huch is the first to enter with the 
repositories of his habiliment bulging with 
monkey-faced owls. 

The owls were three. They were very 
young. They were unlike any owls anyone 
in Red Bud had ever seen. They had faces 
like monkeys. No ow) seen in Red Bud 
prior to that time had any such phystog- 
nomy as that. They had plercing black 
eves. All the owls ever seen in Red Bud 
had yellow eyes. They ate gluttonously in 
the broad light of day. Red Bud owls had 
alwavs confined their eating to the night. 

Adolph Huch, hunter, exhibited the three 
little owls and said to the wondering citi- 
zens of Red Bud: 

“Gentlemen, what under the big beard of 
Balaam are these?"’ 

And the wondering citizens, never having 
geen the like of these owls tn all their lives, 
asked after him, in perplexity: 

“What, indeed?"’ 

The captor of the little owls remarked 
that they had faces like three little 
monkeys. This was so patent the whole 
community remarked it, and tn Red Bud 
the strange birds were from that moment 
known as the monkey-faced owls. Or- 
nithologically the people who saw them 
knew they looked like monkeys and yet 
like owls, probably a little more like owls 
than monkeys. 

Mr. tluch told of the capture. He had 
been hunting. and passed under a tree. 
Out of the topmost follage flew a great owl. 
It had flown from a nest. Mr. Huch spied 
the nest. He climbed to it and peered into 
it, and there he was face to face with three 
wonderful owls. Mr. Huch was astonished. 
The owls were hungry: And while wonder- 
ment transfixed him there in the tree, the 
three little owls reached their simian faces 
out over the edge of the nest and begged 
with big, wide-open mouths for something 
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Mr. Huch stowed the little owls away in 
nis pockets. He was sure he had found @ 
bird which no man could name. He hur- 
ried to Red Bud. and the little owls were 
p'aced upon exhibition at the store of Will- 
lam lohrberg, where all visi ing and resid nt 
peoples in Red Bud have beholden them and 
wondered about them these last two weeks. 
Mr. Huch is reputed to have had fat offers 
to sell. but he has held to his owls. One 
of them has died In captivity, but the sur- 
vivors are hale, hearty and eating, and 
growing all the day long. 

The monkey-faced owls have been named 
McKinley and Roosevelt. Pictures of them 
have been sent to the Post-D'spatch, which 
submitted the photos to Thomas Danger 
field, the orithnologist and taxidermist, at 
1406 Washington avenue. Mr. Dangerfield 
has this to say of the monkey-faced owls:

HESE are barn owls. There is noth- 
4) the freakish about them at all. It is 
little to be wondered that the people 

of Red Bud did not know what they were, 
for the barn ow! is comparatively rare in 
this part of the Mississippi! Valley. Not 
more than three specimens have been 
brought to me in the last 2 years. The 
bird is more frequently found around on 
the lower Atlantic coast, especially in the 
Carolinas. It is in the South, and is most 
plentiful in the Southwest. They are nu- 
merous in Texas, Arizona, New Mexico and 
southern California. It ts the predominant 


These little owls at Red Bud strike peopie 
as peculiar because their bodies are not 
feathered. But they will be feathered with- 
in another month. They are clothed in 
youth with down. 

This is the Strix Flammea, or American 
barn owl. It is the only owl with black 
eyes. They are the most wonderful of all 
eyes. They can see a mouse in the field 
from an incredible distance, and enable the 
barn owl to become justly famed as the 
greatest mouser there is. When I was a 
young man in England we kept these owls 
around all farms and barns to rid the place 
of the mice. One of them can catch more 
mice than 20 cats. They will carry a mouse 
away to their nest, and, after the. feast, we 
will find a little pellet of fur under the 
nest. If we take this and soak it in watcr 
we may straighten it out and find the per- 
fect akin of the mouse, with the tegs cut 
off, just above the feet, and the head sev- 
ered just behind the teeth. The ow) has 
cast off those parts of his prey he does nut 
eat. A taxidermist could not skin the 
mouse with more skill. 

In the early days of southern California 
the barn owls lived in great nunuibers 
around the mission structures. They would 
frequently get in and drink the oi] from Jie 
Sacred lamps. They are fond of building 
under the eaves of a barn or house. In 
captivity they will eat either day or night. 
In fact, they are not as nocturnal in nabit 
as other owls. 

The people of Red Bud have not cap- 
tured an unknown bird. It is just a rare 
bird in this part of the valley.

N THE first place, eat less of every- 
I thing these hot days. Prolonged heat 


hinders digestion and ass.milation. 


‘Wherefore, diet should be restricted. 


Reduce your fatty foods to a m nimum 
Fat is a heating food of the highest de- 
gree. It should be largely replaced by 
sugars and starches. A hundred parts of 
fat taken Into your stomach give off as 
much heat as parts of starch or cane 
@uger. 

Fats in general are less digestible than 
etarches and sugars, according to Dr. Mun- 
@on. They overstimulate the live,and in- 
grease the production of bile. This is why 
Dilious disorders are so common among 
high livers in hot climates. 

Bat less of protein also in summer. Diet 
tich in protein—the principal constituent 
ef whites of eggs, lean meat, milk curds, 
cheese, wheat gluten, etc., as said—increas- 
es bodily heat. 

A nh supply of oxygen is needed for 
the combustion of protein, as wel) as ot 
fat, and eince the air’s supply of oxygen 
is lessened in hot weather, the human sys- 
tem becomes overloaded with an undue 
@mount of unoxidized matter, which can- 
mot be properly expelled by the k.dneys. 

Uric acid poisoning is apt to result from 
too much protein in hot weather. The lives 
becomes disordered from this cause. 

To reduce protein in the hot weather diet 
at is best to reduce our supply of meat 


primarily. This is because meat ts rich tn 
the heat-producing fat as well. But a cer- 
tain amount of protein is as important even 
in a very hot climate. It is essential to the 
repair of the system. Without a reason- 
able supply food is not digested. 

Of carbohydrates you can eat most 
abundantly in summer. They are the chief 
source of the carbon which nature pro- 
vides to supply man’s energy. Eating them 
in excess is far less dangerous to health 
in hot climates than eating an excess of 
fat or protein. 

They will be a valuable and wholesome 
substitute for fats in the hot summer diet. 
ary. 

They are readily assimilated and when 
the stomach gets more of them than it re 
quires it stores them up in the form of 
adipose tissue. They are most abundant 
In vegetables. 

The vegetable kingdom is almost the sole 
source of food of natives of the tropics. 
But these peoples eat very sparingly in the 
form of cereals. 

Here are some of the foods richest in 
the beneficial carbohydrates: Among our 
ordinary fresh vegetables sweet potatoes 
are the richest, and lima beans are almost 
as rich. Fullowing In order of abundance 
of this wholesome constituent are white 
potatoes, green corn, parsnips, string 
beans, onions, green peas, beets, turnips, 
squash and cabbage. Flour, meal] bread 
and crackers are all rich in carbohydraies, 
while taploca contains as much as 87% 
per cent. Among the fresh fruits this con- 
stituent is most abundant in bananas, 
grapes, raspberries, apples and pears, rasp- 
berries containing twice the percentage of 
strawberries. 

Of the fatty constituents which heat us 
in summer meats contain the must Salt 
pork is 87 per cent fat; bacon, 60 per cent; 
flank of lamb, 43 per cent; flank of beef. 
24 per cent; a loin of beef, 17 per cent; leg 
of lamb, 19 per cent. Chicken contains only 
10 per cent, and most fish less than & per 
cent of fat. 

The foods richest tn protein are the lean 
meats, oatmeal, entire wheat and graham 
flour, dried peas, dried beans and cocoa.

At the plant of a frult-drying concern 
ebout 800 persons are employed. Possibly 
100 of them are women and girls, 30 boys, 30

The fumes from five pounds of pure Call- 
fornia sulphur, burned in holes in the earth 
floor, wil) bleach a ton of fruit and give it 
that pale, yellowish or reddish tone pre- 
ferred by buyers. 

Without the sulphur, most fruit turns a 
Gark brown or mahogany as it dries. From 
the sulphuring process the tray ioad iw 
Grawn out and trundied along little car 
tracks into the adjacent drying field, some 
three acres being devoted to drying 
grounds. 


Por three, four or five days the fruit re- 
mains in the shallow trays Shriveling un- 
Ger the sun's rays, the moisture at nigat 
preventing it from hardening to the te- 
macity of sole leather. The process goes 
graduaily on until the cure is perfect. 

Once during the intervai the fruit ts 
scraped loose from the trays and turned 
over tO prevent the honeyed juices from 
giueing the fruit to the smooth, thin boaru 
bottoms. The next step is the coilection of 
the wrays, the fruit being put in clean wh.te 


From this particular dryer the sacks are 
shipped immediately to a packing concern 
in San Jose, where the dried fruit is as- 
sorted for size and boxed.

This process is called quantitative analy- 
eis. 

The eplendid averages made by the 14 
fair etudents in East St. Louls made it 
poesible to take up these experiments in 
quantitative analysis.

Prof. J. J. McGlynn, noting the remark- 
able progress of the class promised thai he

Early in 
April it was announced the goal had been 
reached. Prof. McGlynn kept his promise.

Progress was so rapid that a month later 
the school was placed on the accredited list 
of Washington University.

This honor was conferred only after a 
searching examination by Prof. Kaiser, as- 
geistant professor of chemistry at Washing- 
ton University. 

Prof. Kaiser smiled tncredulously when 
he was told that a class composed largely 
of young women had shown proficiency in 
quantitative analysis. 

After he had heard a recitation and had 
witnessed some of the experimental work Ne 
changed his mind. He apologized and gave 
the class a certificate which shows that 
they have received an honor seldom con- 
ferred on high school pupiie. 


INSECTS THAT HAVE BEEN EATEN AS FOOD 


EARLY every known Insect has at 
one time or another in the world's 
history been regarded as a food dell- 

cacy. 

M. Daguin, a French entomologist, has 
issued a book in which he has collected 
all of the accounts he could find about the 
use of insects as food. 

He finds that many islanders in the 
South Sea are passionately fond of spiders

“Take a fine, fat spider; tear off the 
legs and the husk; dip it In water; rub 
butter on i{t and—swallow it.”

and weighing 3 pounds, running a 200-acre 

farm and working with his men in the 
field. And I have seen a dainty, wee bit 
of a woman, © inches high and weighing 

6) pounds, busy in her home with the 

duties of a housewife. 

Standing one upon the other’s head, these 
tiny Missourians lack ten inches of being 
as tall as Miss Ella Ewing, the tallest 
woman in Missouri and in the world. 

Mr. Hulee is 84 years of age and 3 feet 
and 4 inches high. He is 2 feet, 4% inches 
under the height of the average man. He 
weighs 96 pounde less than the average 
man. 

Mrs. Flulse is 30 years of age and 8 feet 
and 8 inches high. She is 1 foot and 6 
inches under the height of the average 
woman, She weighs 65 pounds less than 
the average woman, or five pounds more 
than half as much. 

The aggregate weight of these little peo- 
ple is 110 pounds—five pounds less than the 
average weight of women and pounds 
less than the average weight of men. 

The home of this interesting lUttle couple 
is two and one-half miles northwest of the

Chinese Eyebrow Darkener.—Gum arabic, 
2 drams; India ink, 3% drams; rosewater, 8 
ounces. 

Of course the quantities can be reduced. 
A black eyebrow stain should never be 
used where the subject has light halr. 

Brown is,the proper color for the eye- 
brows of a blonde, and nothing !s more in- 
harmonious than the blond woman with 
eyebrows dyed black. 

To make the eyebrow darkener the India 
ink and the gum should be powdered and 
rubbed together with a little rosewater un- 
til a smooth black liquid, free from granu- 
lar substance, is the result.

Apply to the eyebrows 
with a tiny eyebrow brush. 


Fossati Cream and Tooth Powder. 


O. M.—I take pleasure in repeating the 
formula you have mislaid .and also in giv- 
ing you the formula for tooth powder: 

Fossati Cream.—Lanoline, '5 grams; sweet 
almond oil, 5 grams; sulphur, precipitated, 
5 grams; oxide of zinc, 2% grams; violet 
extract, % gram. Place the sulphur and 
zinc first in the mortar, then add the al- 
mond oll, a little at a time, until a srnooth 
paste is formed; next add lanoline and vio- 
let extract. Keep in ointment boxes. Apply

ple. Make the application at night and let 
the cream remain on until morning. Wash 
away with water and a pure hygienic soap. 

Tooth Powder.—Precipitated chalk, 4 
ounces; powdered orris root, 8 ounces; pow- 
dered camphor, 1 ounce. Reduce camphor to 
a fine powder in a mortar, moistening it 
with a very little alcohol. Add other in- 
gredients. Mix thoroughly and sift through 
a fine bolting cloth. 


Liquid for Whitening the Skin. 


BE. A. B.—The following is a harmless 
liquid powder: ) 

A Liquid Cream.—Pure oxide of zinc, 1 
ounce; glycerine, 1 dram; rosewater, 4 
ounces; essence of rose, 15 drops. 

Sift the zino, dissolve it in just enough 
rosewater to cover !' [ii 
ine and next the remainder of the rose- 
water. Shake and apply with a soft sponge 
or a bit of antiseptic gauze. The face must 
be wiped off before applying the liquid or it 
will be streaked.

How to Raise Ferns. 


With exception of the maidenhatfr, 
which requires a heavier, richer loam, the 
soil in which ferns are placed should be 
a mixture of one-half sand, one-quarter 
fibrous peat, one-half broken mature sod 
and one-quarter to one-sixth of leaf mold 

You may have difficulty in finding peat, 
but sandstone or micacecus blocks, which 
may be found almost anywhere, will tend 
to keep the soll open. 

Always placea large plece of broken pot, 
curved side up, over the hole in the bottom 
of the pot to allow drainage. Over this put 
broken bits about an inch decp and fill in 
with prepared soil. 

The ordinary flower pot is right for this 
purpose, but a wide, flat pot is better, as 
it allows more room for the roots and 
creeping stems. 


The Popular Fern Ball. 


The lack of success in the care of fern 
balls is, doubtless, due to the following 
causes: Either because they are cheap and 
worthless ones or they are not kept wet 
enough. 

They should be soaked in tepid water 
from 10 to 15 minutes every morning. A 
very good plan is to put a hook itn the 
butler’s pantry, or some stmilar place, and 
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after the plant has been saaked ft should 
be hung on this hook te drain thoroughly 
before returning to the window. A fern 
ball requires plenty of light. but little if 
any, sun. It should never be kept out of 
doors, even in the hottest weather. 
Drafts wil] ruin it.
